2 1787 Fugio Cent—Damaged—ANACS. VF Details, Net VG8. 
STATES UNITED. Breen-1310. A curious example, with a circular 
incuse punched below the date, obliterating some of the detail on the 
reverse. This is a heavily abraded coin, appearing on chestnut brown 
surfaces. 

3 1787 Fugio Cent VG8 ANACS. Pointed Rays. UNITED STATES. 
Newman 15-H.l. Unevenly worn with more detail lost on the upper 
half of the obverse than elsewhere. The highpoints show medium 
brown color overall with deep, almost charcoal-gray patina in the 
fields and recesses of the devices. Listed on page 63 of the 2001 
Guide Book. 

4 1787 Fugio Cent XF40 PCGS. 4 Cinquefoils, 8 Pointed Stars. 
Breen-1313, Newman 15-Y. The diagnostic die break (as struck) at 
the lower right obverse periphery is readily evident. Some charcoal 
verdigris has gathered in the planchet flaws and around some of the 
devices, the otherwise chocolate-brown surfaces are evenly worn 
with no sizeable distractions.

Variegated 
medium brown and reddish-brown patina with some softness on the 
leaves on the reverse and a few spots of darker staining on both 
sides. 

AU Details, Net 
XF40. B-l, C-l, R.l. A medium brown example with a strong strike 
on the reverse than appearing on the obverse. Multiple light scratch¬ 
es appear below the bust surrounding the date, with a mark of con¬ 
sequence on the neck.

1923 MS64 Red ANACS, flyspecks; 1930-D MS64 Red ANACS, 
original copper color; and a 1934 MS65 Red ICG. orange-copper 
color. (Total: 3 coins) 

1924-D MS62 Red and Brown ICG. The strike is better than normal 
for the issue and the iridescent surfaces display some original mint- 
red color and a couple of spots on the obverse. 

1924-D MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. Mottled brown patina with 
nice definition and traces of original mint-red color in the protected 


1924- D MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. Well struck with a blend of 
light brown patina and original red color and a nick on Lincoln’s 
face that limits the grade.

Die 
Three. A nicely struck orange-copper coin with good detail. The 
doubling is not pronounced. 

194 1944-D/S XF45 ANACS. Die One. A medium brown coin with 
scuffs on the cheek and beard. The overstamped mintmark is not 
well defined. 

195 1949-S MS67 Red PCGS. Good copper color with a hint of orange 
rises from nicely preserved original surfaces. 
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196 1951-D MS63 Red AN ACS. Doubled Die Obverse. Die One. FS- 
021.4. Minor doubling appears in the legends. The surfaces have an 
orange glow, with speckles peppering the surfaces. 

197 1952-D MS64 Red ANACS. FS-021.6. A satin orange color coin dis¬ 
playing excellent mint luster, with well struck elements. 

198 1955-D MS65 Red ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse. Die One. FS- 
021.93. This is not a well pronounced doubled die variety, but the 
details are strong on this example, with sharp orange mint glow. 

199 1955-S MS67 Red ICG, four coins, each a copper color example, 
with bright surfaces on which an excellent impression is presented. 
(Total: 4 coins) 

200 1957-D/D MS64 Red ANACS. RPM-3. The repunched mintmark is 
nicely defined because of the quality of the strike and the good 
orange-copper glow on this “Red Cent.”

A nice¬ 
ly impressed Cent, with good orange color on lustrous surfaces. 
Minor flyspecks can be seen under close examination, mentioned 
here only for accuracy. 

The satin tex¬ 
tured, cherry-red features are sharply defined with only a few, well 
scattered carbon flecks. The misplaced mintmark is evident under a

NGC, mirrored fields glowing with orange color; and a 1994-D

The overdate is obviously covering a second date on this well struck 
specimen. The ghosting of a light and underlying mintmark partial¬ 
ly above the stronger overlying mark is also nicely presented. This 
Cent has a true copper luster finish, with indications of a fingerprint 
on the obverse. 

206 1970-S Small Date MS63 Red and Brown ANACS. Doubled Die 
Obverse. Weak detail appears on the obverse of this strike, a coin 
displaying subdued copper luster with dirty brown on the highpoints 
on the obverse, but with a pleasant copper and crimson color on the 
reverse. 

207 1971 MS63 Red ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse. Die One. The 
strongest doubling appears on LIBERTY on this example, a nicely 
impressed coin with good detail presented on a surface emitting 
orange-copper luster. 

208 1972/72 Doubled Die MS63 Red ANACS. Sunset orange color 
glows from the surfaces of this specimen, a coin displaying excellent 
obverse doubling on all the legends. 

209 1972/72 Doubled Die MS63 Red ANACS. Die Two. Good doubling 
can be viewed on this coin, a copper-red example with good detail. 
Two short parallel scratches appear horizontally on the face. 

210 1972/72 Doubled Die MS64 Red ANACS. Die Three, Stage Seven. 
An interesting and different cent, with a red-copper luster on all sur¬ 
faces. The obverse has minor doubling shifting to the right, while 
both sides are struck on a planchet on which light roller striation 
marks appear. 

211 1972/72 Doubled Die MS65 Red ANACS. Die Two. An brick-red 
example with minor doubling appearing on the legends. Nicely 
struck, with marks behind Lincoln’s head.

Satiny red-copper luster beams 
across the surfaces of this coin, a Cent appearing as fresh as when 
first struck. The doubled ear is easy to see on this example. 

220 1984 Doubled Die MS64 Red ANACS. Die Two. A copper coin with 
tones of red-copper covering about half the surface of each side. 
Light spots can be seen under close examination. 

221 1984 Doubled Die MS66 Red PCGS. A full copper red example on 
which excellent detail can be viewed. 

222 1986 MS65 Red ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse. Die Two. Orange- 
copper luster flashes from the surfaces of this Cent, a well produced 
coin with good detail on the central elements. 

223 1987 MS64 Red ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse. Die One. Light 
roller marks can still be seen in areas on this interesting coin, a spec¬ 
imen with good luster appearing on copper-red surfaces. 

224 1988 MS64 ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse. Poorly pronounced 
chatter appears in the obverse legends, the surfaces appearing as a 
combination of good copper and red-copper colors. 

225 1991-D MS68 Red NGC. Unmarked surfaces with a razor sharp 
strike. Only three pieces have been certified finer by NGC and 
PCGS combined (7/01). 

226 1995 Doubled Die Obverse MS68 Red NGC. Strong definition 
appears on the doubling due to a strong strike and the high grade in 
which the coin has been preserved. This Cent looks like it just rolled 
off the press.

faces of this well produced Cent, a coin displaying excellent details.

228 1910 PR64 Red and Brown NGC. Well struck with iridescent, 
chocolate-brown patina and bluish highlights. The surfaces are free 
of singularly significant marks and touches of original red color 
remain in the more protected areas. 

229 1953 PR65 Red ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse. Die One. FS-021.7. 
Bold orange-copper color blazes from the surfaces of this extraordi¬ 
nary proof. The doubling is trivial and can only be seen under close 
examination. 

Doubled Die Obverse and Doubled Die 
Reverse. The designation on the proof may be “red,” but orange is a 
more exact description of the lustrous color rising from the surfaces.

A shadow of the 
underlying date can be seen in a shift to the left on this brightly mir¬ 
rored orange-copper Cent. This is a handsome specimen with no dis¬ 
coloration. 

1970-S Small Date PR66 Red ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse. 
Orange color glows from the surfaces of this proof, with soft detail 
on the obverse legends and mintmark. 

1981-S Type One PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS; 1982-S PR66 Deep 
Cameo PCGS; 1983-S PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS; 1985-S PR67 
Deep Cameo PCGS; 1988-S PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS; 1996-S 
PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS; 1998-S PR69 Deep Cameo PCGS; 1999- 
S PR69 Deep Cameo PCSG; 2000-S PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS; and 
a 2001-S PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS. All are brilliant and essentially 
unflawed. A couple with a tad of orange patina. (Total; 10 coins)

1868 MS65 Red and Brown NGC. Flashes of orange-red luster peer 
through mottled glossy-brown overtones.

1851 Three Cent Silver—Cleaned—ANACS, XF Details, Net

1852 MS62 ANACS. Slightly muted luster with gold and russet ton¬ 
ing and an average strike.

Quadruple Outlines to Star. A rare variety that wasn’t discovered 
until 1956, and is estimated to comprise less than 5% of the existing 
business strikes of this scarce year.

Dusky gray ton¬ 
ing covers each side. 

1858 MS62 NGC. Some peripheral weakness with mottled toning 
and minimal marks for the grade. 

The surfaces are frosty in texture with delicate 
golden overtones. The strike is bold in most areas, some faint clash- 
marks (as struck) are seen in the obverse field.

PROOF THREE CENT SILVER 

1856 PR64 PCGS. We do not know how many proof Three Cent 
Silvers were produced in 1856, but Breen (1977) does speculate that 
30-40 pieces are extant. Since several of the survivors are impaired 
to one degree or another, the present near-Gem is undoubtedly one 
of the finer representatives available to today’s specialists. This is a 
richly toned, cobalt-blue example with hints of underlying reflectiv¬ 
ity and solid striking definition. 

THREE CENT NICKELS 


1867 AU50 ANACS. A silver-gray example with light rub on the 
high points of the hair. 

1888 MS60 ANACS. Subdued luster with spotty russet patina and 
evidence of die clashing on the obverse.

1883 PR60 ANACS. Mostly brilliant with light patina in the fields, 
especially on the reverse. 

1883 PR65 PCGS. A fully struck proof, with excellent detail on the 
wreath. The surfaces glow with good silver-steel color. 

SHIELD NICKELS 

1866 Rays MS65 NGC. Brilliant and highly lustrous. Always popu¬ 
lar because of the first year status of the 1866 and the presence of 
rays on the reverse. 

1867 Rays MS62 ANACS. Fully lustrous with slightly cloudy russet 
patina and an acceptable strike.

1920 MS64 PCGS. Attractive steel-gray luster radiates from the sur¬ 
face, the details being well struck with the exception of the details of 
the tail. 

1921 MS64 PCGS. Bright luster with bold definition. One of the 
scarcer P-mint issues in Mint State. 

192l-S—Damaged, Filed, Tooled—ANACS. VF Details, Net VG8. 
Not as bad as it sounds, and in fact, a suitable coin for a low grade 


1923 MS64 PCGS. Golden toning over full luster with an adequate 
strike. 

1924 MS64 PCGS. Slight central weakness with golden toning and 
a few minor spots. A scarcer Philadelphia Mint issue. 

1925 MS66 NGC. Bright, satiny, and untoned with a full strike on 
the reverse. An excellent type coin from the 1920s with relatively 
low population numbers. Population: 24 in 66, 1 finer (9/01). 

1925-D AU55 PCGS. Russet toning with underlying luster. While 
the strike is mushy as normal for the issue, it is much nicer than 
many examples of this date and the buffalo has a full, sharp horn.

and golden-russet toning and lightly frosted devices.

Bright and generally 
white with a few light contact marks.

Details, Net 
MS60. Light goldenrod color is evenly spread on all surfaces. The 
head is nicely pronounced on this coin, with excellent detail on the 
highpoints of the leg and eagle. 

A nicely rounded and full 
date is supported by excellent details, including full detail to the 
shield, garments, and breast feathers on the eagle.

Lustrous, the light toning on the obverse deep¬ 
ens considerably on the reverse.

A heavy 
milky satin finish appears on a coin with good mint glow.

This is a bright, frosty textured example with a 
few sprays of tan patina near the upper obverse border and over the 
eagle’s left (facing) wing.

Good 4. 0-126, R.4. Crudely plugged with a medium gray finish. 
Only eight coins of this variety have been examined by PCGS and 
NGC combined. 


Light gray devices appear nice¬ 
ly set against darker gray devices, with scratches appearing in the 
field in front of the face.

Mislabeled on the insert as 
a Large 8. Lightly toned with heavy die clashing on the reverse. 

648 1812 XF40 NGC. 0-103, R.l. Irregularly struck with a couple of 
spots of weakness on the reverse. Each side is toned in original shad¬ 
ings of medium gray with deeper blue-violet around the margins. 

649 1812 XF45 ANACS. O-109a, R.2. Rather deeply toned, the die 
defect ridges that characterize this variety are quite heavy on this 
coin. 

650 1812/1 SmalI8—Bent, Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. 
0-102, R.2. Deep charcoal-gray toning over most of each side and 
silvery-brilliantish highlights over the highpoints of the devices. 

651 1813—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. O-107a, R.l. 
Dusky gray-golden patina covers the lightly cleaned surfaces. 

652 1814—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. 0-109. R.3. 
Several scratches show on the obverse, and both sides are brilliant in 
the centers with rich golden peripheral toning. 

653 1814 MS62 PCGS. 0-103, R.l. This fully original BU example is 
toned in olive-gray shades with more vibrant undertones evident as 
the coin rotates under a light. The centers are well struck for the 
type, and even the peripheral devices are bold.

This is a lilac-gray example with a 
well centered impression and no mentionable abrasions. A pleasing¬ 
ly original, lightly circulated representative of this earlier Capped 
Bust Half delivery.

Mostly brilliant with good remain¬ 
ing portions of luster. 

1822 AU58 ANACS. 0-110a, R.2. Plenty of satin luster shines 
through golden-tan patina on both sides of this smartly impressed 
example. The toning is more extensive on the reverse, both sides 
reveal little in the way of wear or distracting abrasions.

1100 1999-P PR70 Deep Cameo ICG, two pieces, a perfect pair of bril¬ 
liant cameo Dollars. (Total: 2 coins) 

1101 1999-P PR70 Deep Cameo ICG. A bright silver example displaying 
good mint luster on the frosted devices and the mirrored fields.

1102 2000-P Sacagawea ICG. Ungraded. Presented to Obverse Sculptor 
Glenna Goodacre by the U.S. Mint. ICG has certified 2,745 of the 
5,000 coins presented to Goodacre. This untoned beauty with deeply 
reflective golden qualities appears to grade Mint State 66. 

1103 2000-P Sacagawea MS67 PCGS. An excellent example of the first 
year of issue for this innovative coin, with surfaces flashing with 
great mint bloom. 
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1104 2000-P Sacagawea MS67 PCGS. A lustrous coin with some cart¬ 
wheel effect. The details are nicely pronounced and handsome. 

1105 2000-P Sacagawea MS67 Prooflike NGC. Noticeable reflectivity 
with bright luster and no detracting marks. 

1106 2000-P Sacagawea MS68 PCGS. Bright reflective surfaces with no 
noticeable flaws. One of 5,000 special dollar coins paid to the 
designer as her fee by the mint. 

1107 2000-P Sacagawea MS68 NGC. Brilliant luster with no distracting 
imperfections. 

1108 2000-P Sacagawea MS69 NGC. Lustrous and bright with generally 
flawless surfaces. 

1109 2000-D Sacagawea ICG. Ungraded. Official U.S. Mint Millennium 
Coinage Set. Issued Burnished. Limited to an edition of 75,000 
pieces, according to the slip on the slab. The coin appears to grade 
Mint State 64, with flashy reflective golden surfaces. 

1110 2000-D Sacagawea MS67 Prooflike NGC. Full luster with reflec¬ 
tive, generally mark-free, surfaces. 

GOLD DOLLARS 


1111 1851 XF40 ANACS. Considerable remaining luster with some 

weakness in the central part of the obverse and a dig in the left 
obverse field. 


1112 1851 AU58 ANACS. Brilliant and well struck with noticeable con¬ 

tact marks on the obverse. 


1113 1853 MS62 ICG. Bright luster and nice definition with slightly 
grainy surfaces. 

1114 1856 Slanted 5 AU53 ANACS. Considerable remaining luster with 
a slight reddish tint and a scratch on the Indian’s face. 

1115 1857 MS60 ANACS. Struck Through Grease. A rather large 
planchet flaw is located in the upper left obverse field, and the 
details on Liberty’s hair are virtually non-existent because of grease 
that adhered to the die at the time of striking. Light, even reddish 
patina. 

1116 1874 AU58 Prooflike ANACS. Nicely mirrored fields with nice def¬ 
inition and considerable remaining luster. 

1117 1881—Reverse Scratched—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU50. Mul¬ 
tiple scratches appear on the reverse, with a graffiti-like scratch 
behind the head on the obverse. Sharp detail is present, with good 
mint luster. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

1118 1835—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF30. A light cleaning 

has not been offensive to this coin, a presentable piece with detail 
appropriate to the assigned grade. 

LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


1119 1840-0—Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF20. The 40-0 is 
a scarce and underrated early O-mint Quarter Eagle, and is even 
more challenging than its small mintage of 33,580 pieces would sug¬ 
gest. Weakly defined, there is a star-shaped scratch in the lower right 
obverse field. 

1120 1842-0 XF45 NGC. Weak central detail on both the obverse and 
reverse, as is normally encountered with this issue, but a very pre¬ 
sentable example with good orange-golden color, and no marks of 
any consequence. The mintage is only 19,800 coins for this date. 

1121 1843—Whizzed—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. The brightness 
has subdued somewhat with a pleasing orange-gold patina over each 
side. 


1122 1847-0 VF30 ANACS. Weakly struck as normal for the issue with 
green-gold coloration. Much scarcer than the relatively high mintage 
might suggest. 

1123 1847-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Weakly 
struck, as usual, with a number of small abrasions scattered about. 
For a cleaned coin, the color looks surprising good. 

1124 1847-0—Retained Cud—AU50 ANACS. Despite a respectable (by 
early New Orleans Mint standards) mintage of 124,000 pieces, the 
1847-0 is scarcer than the 1847-C (23,226 pieces produced), espe¬ 
cially in higher grades. The strike is typically inadequate for the 
issue with softness of definition over the reverse eagle. Both sides 
retain ample mint frost despite light wear and scattered abrasions. 
There is a retained cud (as struck) from 3 o’clock through 5 o’clock 
on the reverse rim. 

1125 1856—Rims Filed—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A pleasing 
appearing coin with good remaining luster. The filing is not appar¬ 
ent in the holder. 

1126 1856 AU55 ANACS. Nicely defined with an orange cast and con¬ 
siderable remaining luster. 

1127 1857—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. Irregularly 
defined, the surfaces have rich reddish-golden coloration. The 
scratch referred to is on Liberty’s nose, reminiscent of Jack Nichol¬ 
son in “Chinatown.” 

1128 1858 AU58 NGC. Both sides are richly colored in orange and 
honey-gold shades, the surfaces are free of individually mentionable 
abrasions. The eagle on the reverse is a little lightly struck over the 
highpoints. 

1129 1860-S AU53 ANACS. Breen-6255. Described by Breen as “rare,” 
this variety displays minor repunching around the final three digits 
in the date. A frosty, well struck representative of this low mintage 
(35,600 pieces), frontier era Quarter Eagle. 

1130 1873 Closed 3 MS61 NGC. The surfaces are predominantly golden- 
rose in appearance with scattered, grade-limiting abrasions. A few 
toning spots are also seen on both sides. 

1131 1875-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Bright from 
cleaning with several short marks at the top of the obverse. 

1132 1876—Damaged, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Well 
defined with a couple of small digs on the lower obverse. 

1133 1876 AU55 NGC. The evenly toned, orange-gold surfaces exhibit 
the normal number of small abrasions for a circulated gold coin. 
Lightly wom with some isolated areas of striking softness on both 
sides. 

1134 1878 MS63 NGC. This is a frosty textured example with reddish- 
gold color and modest, hazy overtones on the reverse. 

1135 1878-S MS62 PCGS. Both sides of this modestly prooflike example 
exhibit green-gold or orange-gold coloration, depending on the 
angle. Some light haziness is noted at the upper obverse border. 

1136 1901 MS63 PCGS. A razor sharp strike with green-gold patina and 
minimally marked surfaces for the grade. 

1137 1902 MS63 PCGS. Red-gold color with light luster grazes and con- 

1138 1902 MS64 PCGS. Full, bright luster with noticeable contact marks 
on Liberty’s neck and in the left obverse field. 

1139 1903 MS61 ANACS. Sharply struck with bright orange-gold sur¬ 
faces. 


1140 1903 MS63 PCGS. Fully lustrous and well defined and toned in 
deeper shades of red. 

1141 1903 MS63 NGC. Smooth, minimally marked surfaces with crisp 
definition and a few stains on the reverse. 
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1142 1903 MS64 NGC. Reddish-gold patina with bold details and a few 
small spots. 

1143 1903 MS64 PCGS. Nearly in the Gem category with smooth, pris¬ 
tine surfaces. 

1144 1904—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, NetAU55. Excellent gold¬ 
en mint luster has been retained despite a light cleaning. The details 
are powerful on this coin. 

1145 1904 MS64 PCGS. This is a honey-gold representative with crisply 
impressed features. 

1146 1904 MS64 PCGS. Both sides are satiny in texture, a few small ton¬ 
ing spots are seen around the borders. 

1147 1905 MS63 PCGS. The surfaces display fewer imperfections than 
one might expect of the grade and the strike, while not complete, is 
decent. 

1148 1905 MS64 NGC. A Choice quality specimen with fully frosted sur¬ 
faces. 


1166 1914-D MS63 ICG. This orange and reddish-gold example is not 
excessively abraded for the grade. A well struck coin that would fit 
nicely into any Mint State type collection. 

1167 1915 MS62 PCGS. An orange-golden beauty displaying bright mint 
luster, with excellent detail on the cheek, bonnet, and highpoint of 
the eagle’s wing. 

1168 1925-D—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Minimally 
abraded. 

1169 1925-D MS62 PCGS. A fully struck coin with a deep yellow-golden 
glow, and a bold die crack appearing from 7 o’clock to 9 o’clock on 
the obverse.

The Large Date, Large 5 is the most frequently encountered of all 
Draped Bust Half Eagles, and as a result is a popular type coin. This 
piece is well struck with noticeable portions of mint luster still in 
evidence around the devices and there are no large or distracting 
abrasions on either side. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 


1201 1836—Sea Salvaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Fuzzy sur¬ 
faces have resulted from the restoration following recovery of this 
treasure coin from a watery grave. A prominent horizontal die crack 
crosses the obverse from 12 o’clock to 6 o’clock. 

1202 1838 AU58 NGC. The surfaces are overlaid in “Gulden’s” hazy pati¬ 
nation that lessens the visual impact of the scattered circulation 
marks. A few moderate distractions are, however, noted in the left 
obverse field. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


1203 1848 AU55 NGC. This is a copper-gold example with ample rem¬ 
nants of a satin finish and scattered abrasions from circulation. 

1204 1852 AU53 ANACS. The strike is bold and nearly complete with 
moderate contact marks and sufficient remaining luster for the 
grade.

With an esti¬ 
mated population of 55-60 coins, the 1856-0 is equally as rare as the 
1857-0 and more difficult to locate than the 1855-0. The typical 
surviving ‘56-0 half eagle grades VF with heavily abraded surfaces. 
This is one of the finer pieces known. The surfaces show minimal 
abrasions, except for a scrape across the lower portion of Liberty’s 
face. Sharply struck, the coin has attractive reddish-orange and lilac 
toning. 

1206 1866-S Motto AU50 PCGS. The 66-S is a scarce issue, the first 
year of the With Motto design, and is especially rare issue in any 
grade above VF. The surfaces have rich orange-gold coloration and 
are well defined throughout. Very rare any finer. Trends $9,250. (See 

1207 1879 MS61 NGC. This is a well frosted coin for the grade whose 
golden-rose surfaces are no more than expectantly abraded for the 
BU grade level. 

1208 1879-S AU53 NGC. This is a bright, satiny example with apprecia¬ 
ble brightness in the fields despite light rub and a somewhat scuffy 
appearance. 

1209 1881-SMS61 ANACS. Minimally marked with a distinct orange tint 
and a decent strike. 

1210 1881 -S MS62 PCGS. Sharply detailed with nice luster and a notice¬ 
able gash in the upper right reverse field. 

1211 1881-S MS63 NGC. A nice Select quality representative, the sur¬ 
faces are tinged in reddish-gold colors with frosty luster. There are 
no sizeable or individually mentionable bagmarks. 

1212 1882 MS63 NGC. This is a mostly orange-gold example whose 
warmly frosted surfaces are crisply defined in all areas. Accurately 
graded at the MS63 level of preservation. 

1213 1882-S MS63 NGC. Both sides are finished in satin luster that pro¬ 
vides modest brightness in the fields. A fully defined example with 
golden-rose and orange-gold colors. 

1214 1885-S MS65 NGC. This is an extraordinarily clean representative 
of this otherwise easily obtainable S-mint Half Eagle. The surfaces 
do not reveal any overly conspicuous abrasions, and the luster is 
frosty with a pleasing orange-gold cast. A strong candidate for inclu¬ 
sion in a type set. 

1215 1892 MS63 NGC. The frosty textured surfaces are colored in honey- 
gold shades that are suggestive of originality. A moderately abraded 
coin with a single small toning spot on each side. 

1216 1892 MS64 NGC. The golden-rose surfaces are satiny in texture 
with sharp striking definition and scattered alloy spots on the 
reverse. 

1217 1892-S MS60 NGC. Both sides are honey-gold in coloration with a 
few light abrasions and subdued luster quality. 

1218 1892-S MS62 ICG. This is a well frosted example with golden-rose 
color and some scattered abrasions on the obverse. 

1219 1893-S—Damaged—ANACS, Unc. Details. Net AU50. At first 
glance this piece has the appearance of and MS63 coins, but close 
examination reveals obverse rim cuts between two and three o’clock 
and a significant cut on Liberty’s neck. 

1220 1894-S AU53 NGC. A little scuffy from handling, the surfaces retain 
ample remnants of a satin finish. All features save for the eagle’s 
neck feathers are boldly, if not sharply detailed. 

1221 1895 MS63 NGC. This reddish-gold representative is warmly frost¬ 
ed with solid overall striking definition. 

1222 1895 MS64 NGC. Well struck with obverse luster grazes and bright 
red-gold color. 
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1223 1896-S XF45 PCGS, an evenly worn, green-gold example; 1896-S 
AU53 NGC, both sides are bright with a copper-gold sheen; and an 
1896-S AU58 NGC, this is a pleasing, reddish-gold representative 
with few readily evident distractions. (Total: 3 coins) 

1224 1899 MS64 NGC. Well defined with obverse luster grazes and a 
pinkish tint. 

1225 1899 MS64 NGC. Moderate obverse contact marks with bright lus- 


1226 1899 MS64 NGC. Lustrous and reddish-gold in color with obverse 
contact marks and luster grazes. 

1227 1899 MS64 NGC. Bright luster with light abrasions and a spot in the 
denticles near star four. 

1228 1900 MS65 NGC. Few Liberty Half Eagles of any date possess sur¬ 
faces that are smooth enough to warrant a full Gem grade. This is 
just such a coin. There are no abrasions of note, and the full, unim¬ 
paired luster is softly frosted in sheen. Yellow-gold in color. 

1229 1900-S MS64 PCGS. This lovely near-Gem is alive with frosty lus¬ 
ter and original orange-gold color. Sharply struck with only a single 
abrasion of note in the left obverse field. 

1230 1901/0-S AU50 ANACS. Numerous light peck marks on both sides 
with luster in the protected areas. A popular variety with the overdate 
clearly visible. 

1231 1901/0-S AU55 ANACS. Lustrous and moderately abraded with a 
clear overdate. 

1232 1901-S MS64 NGC. Smooth, minimally marked surfaces with red 
patina and a nice strike. 

1233 1901-S MS64 NGC. Lustrous and bright with light contact marks 
and crisp details. 

1234 1903-S MS64 NGC. Sharply struck and minimally abraded with 
bright luster. 

1235 1905 MS63 ICG. There are remarkably few abrasions on either side 
of this well defined example. The luster is satiny, if somewhat sub¬ 
dued. 

1236 1905-S MS60 NGC. A reddish-gold example with suitable overall 
striking detail and enough wispy abrasions to justify the MS60 des¬ 
ignation.

Good detail appears from a strong strike, with 
just enough marks present to keep this coin from a higher grade des¬ 
ignation. 

1245 1909-D MS63 ICG. This reddish-gold representative is sharply 
impressed for the type with scattered abrasions in the upper reverse 
field. We note that none of the latter features are sizeable or incon¬ 
sistent with the Select level of preservation. 

1246 1909-D MS63 NGC. Sharply struck with bright yellow-gold color 
and contact marks on both sides. 

1247 1909-D MS63 NGC. Bright luster with near-full definition and light 
contact marks. 

1248 1909-D MS63 PCGS. This warmly colored representative is free of 
mentionable striking incompleteness and sizeable, individually dis¬ 
tracting bagmarks. 

1249 1909-D MS63 PCGS. Both sides are crimson-gold in color with a 
sharp, well balanced strike. 

1250 1909-D MS63 PCGS. Hazy overtones partially obscure the grade- 
limiting abrasions. 

1251 1909-D MS63 PCGS. This is a reddish-gold representative with a 
bold overall strike. 

1252 1909-D MS63 PCGS. The bold strike is free of criticism, the sur¬ 
faces are well frosted with orange-gold patina. 

1253 1909-D MS63 PCGS. There are no alloy spots or singularly men¬ 
tionable abrasions on either side of this Indian Half Eagle. 

1254 1909-D MS63 PCGS. This sharply struck example is free of men¬ 
tionable bagmarks. 

1255 1909-D MS63 PCGS. A little light haziness overlays the otherwise 
richly colored, reddish-gold surfaces of this D-mint Indian Five. 

1256 1909-D MS63 PCGS. This frosty textured. Select quality example is 
sharply defined and attractive. 

1257 1909-D MS63 PCGS. Well frosted in texture, the surfaces are bold¬ 
ly defined throughout with relatively few distractions for the 
assigned grade. 

1258 1909-D MS63 PCGS. This bright, reddish-gold example is well 
struck with no sizeable abrasions. 

1259 1909-D MS64 PCGS. Both sides are sharply struck with uncom¬ 
monly smooth for the type. 

1260 1909-D MS64 PCGS. Both sides are fully frosted with rich, reddish- 
gold coloration. 

1261 1909-S AU55 ANACS. Moderately abraded with adequate defini¬ 
tion. A scarce S-mint issue. 

1262 1909-S AU58 NGC. This is a tan-gold survivor with some softness 
of detail over the highpoints and no more than the expected number 
of abrasions for the near-Mint grade. 

1263 1910 AU58 NGC. A boldly struck coin with a few circulation marks 
of note on the obverse. 


1264 1910-S AU58 ANACS. Fully lustrous and bright with slight rubbing 
on the Indian’s cheek. 

1265 1910-S MS61 NGC. A conditionally challenging S-mint delivery, 
the present example is richly colored in Un-gold hues with well 
defined features on both sides. Moderately abraded with scattered 
toning spots and streaks. 

1266 1911 MS62 PCGS. Nicely defined details, interrupted by a light ver¬ 
tical scratch between stars one and four, with a touch of weakness to 
the top of the eagle’s wing. There is good glow from the surfaces. 
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1267 1911 -D—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF45. A heavily 
abraded obverse has been construed by the grading service as dam¬ 
age, with lighter multiple marks on the reverse. 

1268 1911-S AU58 NGC, three examples, all are toned in either copper- 
gold or honey-gold shades with ample remaining definition for a 
lightly circulated Indian Five from the San Francisco Mint. (Total: 3 
coins) 

1269 1912 MS62 NGC. The smallest feathers on the eagle’s wings are a 
bit indistinct, otherwise the strike is nice and the surfaces lustrous 
with light contact marks on the Indian’s face. 

1270 1912 MS62 PCGS. Crisply struck with nice luster and greenish-gold 
coloration. 


1271 1912 MS63 NGC. A premium example with sparkling luster and 
unusually clean surfaces. 

1272 1912-S XF45 ANACS. A moderately abraded, evenly circulated 
example of a scarcer San Francisco Mint issue. 

1273 1913 MS63 NGC. Fully lustrous with green-gold color and nice def¬ 
inition. 

1274 1913-S AU55 NGC. Modest rub appears on the cheek and the high- 
points of the bonnet, the coin displaying magnificent golden glow. 

1275 1913-S AU58 NGC. Light rub on the top of the wing is about all the 
rub you will find on this bold specimen, a glowing example with 
handsome radiating golden color. 

1276 1914-S AU55 NGC. Not much luster remains, but the details have 
good strength on this coin, a modestly circulated Half Eagle. 

1277 1915 MS62 PCGS. Full luster with reddish-gold color and contact 
marks on Liberty’s face. 

1278 1915 MS63 NGC. Red-gold brilliance with a sharp strike. 

1279 1915-S AU53 NGC. Bright golden surfaces give a nice presentation 
to the well produced designs boldly impressed onto this coin. The 
mintmark is mushy, not unusual for this issue. 

1280 1916-S AU55 ANACS. Lightly abraded overall, both sides exhibit 
honey-gold coloration. 

1281 1916-S AU58 NGC. A splash of verdigris appears on the highpoint 
of the cheek and the bonnet, but otherwise this is an undisturbed coin 
with just a tad of modest wear. 

1282 1916-S AU58 ANACS. Lustrous and bright with nice definition and 
a nice golden color. 

LIBERTY EAGLES 


1283 1845 AU53 NGC. This is a date typically available in grades through 
XF, but beyond this it rapidly becomes a grade rarity. This is a true 
AU example, with only light rub appearing on the highpoint of the 
hair above the ear, and in the bun, with excellent bright golden sur¬ 
faces on which only light contact marks appear. Population: 2 in 53, 
4 finer (9/01). 

1284 1847 XF40 ANACS. Moderate to heavy abrasions with average def¬ 
inition. One of the more common No Motto eagles. 

1285 1847 AU50 NGC. A reasonable example of this mid-19th century 
Ten, heavily scarred from both contact and milling marks, but still 
displaying good general appeal. 

1286 1849 AU50 NGC. The bright, yellow-gold surfaces retain bold strik¬ 
ing definition over all features save for the obverse star centrils. 
Moderately abraded overall. 

1287 1852 AU58 PCGS. Both sides are orange-gold in appearance with a 
bold overall strike and little evident wear. Considerable mint frost 
adheres to both sides of this conditionally scarce example. 


1288 1854-0 Small Date—Cleaned— ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 15. 
A light cleaning has left this coin with flat yellow surfaces, but good 
detail due to ebony color in the silhouette areas of the devices. 

1289 1880-S MS61 NGC, two examples, both are well frosted and sharply 
struck. (Total: 2 coins) 

1290 1881 MS64 NGC. This is an original, frosty representative with red¬ 
dish-gold color that yields to orange-gold shadings around the bor¬ 
ders. The luster quality alone justifies the near-Gem designation. 

1291 1881-SMS61 PCGS. This is a suitably well frosted coin with a sharp 
overall appearance and abrasions that warrant the MS61 designation. 

1292 1883 AU58 PCGS. Both sides are typically abraded for the grade 
with orange-gold color and appreciable cartwheel luster effects. A 
group of toning spots is seen in the center of the reverse. 

1293 1883 MS62 NGC. An orange-gold coin with good frosty luster and 
a sprinkling of abrasions over both sides. 

1294 1883-S AU55 PCGS. Both sides retain ample remnants of a satin 
finish and a sharp overall strike. A moderately abraded example for 
the Choice AU type collector. 

1295 1884 AU53 NGC, multiple light contact marks; and an 1884 AU58 
NGC, strong detail, some luster remaining. (Total: 2 coins) 

1296 1884-S MS60 NGC. This is a well defined example with frosty tex¬ 
ture and pleasing orange-gold color. Numerous small, as well as sev¬ 
eral moderate abrasions account for the basal Mint State grade. 

1297 1885-S MS60 ANACS. Moderately marked with decent luster and 
an average strike. 

1298 1888-0 MS61 PCGS. This is an olive-gold example with well 
defined focal points and a trio of toning spots on the reverse. 

1299 1890MS61 NGC. The golden-rose surfaces are boldly, if not sharply 
defined in all areas with a typical abrasion count for the grade. 

1300 1890 MS62 NGC. Pinkish-gold color with moderate contact marks 
and luster grazes. A very scarce, low mintage issue (57,980 pieces). 
Only six pieces have been certified finer by NGC and PCGS com¬ 
bined (7/01). 

1301 1892-0 MS61 NGC. Scattered abrasions confine this olive-gold 
example to the BU level of preservation. Sharply impressed. 

1302 1892-S AU55 NGC. Both sides exhibit a pleasing, copper-gold 
appearance with traces of original luster in the more protected areas. 
Neither side is excessively abraded for a circulated Eagle. 

1303 1893 MS60 PCGS. Moderate to heavy abrasions with a reverse stain 
by the D of UNITED. 

1304 1893 MS63 NGC. Moderately abraded and lustrous with red-gold 
coloration. 

1305 1893 MS63 NGC. Lustrous, red-gold color with two noticeable 
gashes on the reverse. 

1306 1893-S MS62 PCGS. This well frosted example is tinted in reddish- 
good hues through which powerfully impressed devices rise. 

1307 1894-0 XF45 ANACS. Circulation on this coin is more obvious 
from the abrasions and scratches than from wear on the details. 
Golden luster can still be seen in the peripheral areas. 

1308 1895 MS63 NGC. A handsome strike appearing on what appears to 
be a fresh planchet, with bold rippling golden color beaming from 
the fields. Bag marks are present, but are unusually soft and trivial 
on this nice Ten. 

1309 1895 MS64 NGC. Unusually strong detail appears on a surface of 
golden silky luster demonstrating nice luster, with lots of flash as 
when this coin was first struck. This is a scarcer date, with a mintage 
of only 567,826 coins, that becomes a rarity in grades exceeding 
MS60. Population: 42 in 64, 3 finer (9/01). 
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1897-S AU53 NGC, two examples, each with heavy abrasions, but 1331 
well struck; and an 1897-S AU55 NGC, displaying modest golden 
luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

1332 

1900-S AU55 NGC, lightly abraded; and a 1900-S AU58 NGC, 
strong golden glow. (Total: 2 coins) 


1902 MS62 NGC. A bold strike interrupted only by mild contact 
marks, with a surface still showing the same bold luster with which 
this coin was bom. 

1902- S MS63 ICG. An extraordinarily nice strike appearing on a 
very lustrous surface of satiny context, the coin downgraded to an 
MS63 designation due to light scratches on the face. 

1903- 0 AU58 ANACS. Reddish-gold color with nice remaining lus¬ 
ter and two noticeable digs on Liberty’s face.

1903-0 MS62 NGC. A strong strike is presented on glowing golden 
surfaces, these surfaces retaining much of their original mint bloom. 
Contact marks are light and sparse. 

Excellent detail, interrupted only by ever-so- 
slight rub on the high points, all displayed on boldly radiant golden 
surfaces. A scratch appears in the field between star five and the

LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


1856-S AU50 NGC. Strong detail has been retained despite some 
modest use this Twenty has seen. The surfaces retain a somewhat 
muted yellow glow, with nicely presented central elements. The sur¬ 
faces are baggy, with a scratch in the field between stars 11 and 12. 

1859-S AU58 NGC. An attractive high end circulated Double Eagle, 
with strong detail barely interrupted by slight rub from modest usage 
in commerce. The fields still radiate with pleasant yellow-golden 
mint bloom. This date becomes particularly challenging to encounter 
in grades of AU and better. 

1862-S XF45 PCGS. Although heavily abraded, the obverse has 
been blighted more than has the reverse. The details are nicely pro¬ 
nounced, with modest rub as should be anticipated for the assigned 
grade. Minor areas of verdigris appear on the shield. 

1862-S AU55 NGC. A baggy example, not very circulated, retaining 
good detail on the central elements. The fields retain some reflectiv¬ 
ity and still present good golden color. This is a relatively common 
date Type One Double Eagle, however the coin quickly becomes a 
condition rarity in grades of AU55 and higher. 

1867-S AU50 PCGS. A better example of this rarer date, always 
challenging to find if the coin has survived in AU or better grades. 
This example has seen some usage, but not enough to keep it from 
the AU category despite a host of baggy marks and some rub expe¬ 
rienced in circulation. 

1867-S AU53 NGC. A nicely presented example of this condition 
rarity, a coin seldom encountered in grades exceeding XF. This coin 
is not as baggy as are most, but it has marks worth noting on the 
cheek.

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1351 1868-S XF45 NGC. A heavy assault by bag marks has left this coin 
with subdued details on the major elements, but with bright yellow 
color on the surfaces. 

1352 1869 XF40 NGC. A nicely used but not abused example of this mod¬ 
erately challenging date, with part of the top of LIBERTY now gone, 
and the surfaces being interrupted by a smattering of contact marks. 

1353 1869-S AU58 NGC. While this date may be available through 
grades of AU, it becomes very challenging in Mint State grades. The 
example offered here is only modestly abraded, with good orange- 
golden color present indicating it is unlikely the coin has been 
dipped. 

1354 1871-S AU58 NGC. This is one of many condition rarity Type Two 
Twenties, a date that becomes quite scarce in AU and better grades. 
This coin retains the flashy bright golden luster of an Uncirculated 
example, but the highpoints of the details have been too muted by 
bag marks to be honored with such a designation. Light verdigris 
appears at the chin, giving the impression of a goatee. 

1355 1872 XF45 ICG. A well struck example on which the reverse details 
have survived better than have the obverse. The wear is fair and 
even, with good reflectivity still appearing in the fields. 

1356 1872 AU58 NGC. The field sparkle of an Uncirculated coin on a 
Twenty with mild wear and heavy abrasions appearing on the main 
design elements. This is a better date Type Two coin, especially in 
this high a grade. 

1357 1872-S AU58 NGC. Strong original golden glow persists from the 
surfaces despite the modest circulation to which this coin has been 
subjected. The contact marks may do more to mute the devices than 
does wear from use. A scratch appears from the area of star two to 
star four. 

1358 1873 Open 3 XF45 PCGS. Dusky, original reddish-orange surfaces. 
A couple of larger marks are present on the obverse. 

1359 1873 Open 3 AU58 NGC. Battle scared, but unbroken, this coin has 
been the recipient of heavy bag marks that deprive it of much of the 
detail of the hair and blanket the cheek. 

1360 1873 Open 3 MS60 NGC. A radiant specimen on which good gold¬ 
en color still ripples from the surfaces, although the appearance of 
the main elements is challenged by a hoard of contact marks. 

1361 1873 Open 3 MS61 NGC. A well presented example, only moder¬ 
ately baggy, with excellent swirling golden color glowing from the 
surfaces. Minor doubling appears on LIBERTY. An interesting and 
good looking example. 

1362 1873 Open 3 MS62 NGC. A pleasantly unabraded Double Eagle 
with strong detail, particularly obvious on the coronet and in the 
hair, with modest cartwheel luster still present on medium golden 
surfaces. 

1363 1873 Closed 3 AU53 NGC. Deeply set olive-gold colors are evident 
beneath orange-gold patina. There are traces of original mint luster 
on both sides, this being frosty in texture. 

1364 1873-S Closed 3 AU53 PCGS. A heavily abraded example, the many 
contact marks having deleted some of the highpoints, but failing to 
mute the luster from the golden color surfaces of this-example. 

1365 1873-S Closed 3 AU55 PCGS. The rub on the highpoints of this 
example may be coupled with soft detail on the central elements on 
this Double Eagle, a coin with reasonable surface glow despite a 
plague of contact marks. 

1366 1873-S Closed 3 AU58 NGC. Good golden reflectivity has been 
retained in the fields on this coin despite some use in circulation, 
coupled with a generous peppering of light contact marks appearing 
on all surfaces. 

1367 1874 XF45 NGC. This is a partially lustrous survivor with a mostly 
orange-gold appearance and relatively few sizeable abrasions for the 


1368 1874 AU53 PCGS. Good portions of original mint luster remain on 
each side and there are a couple of marks on Liberty’s profile. 

1369 1874-S XF45 PCGS. A bit weakly struck with orange-gold col¬ 
oration. A couple of facial abrasions are present on the obverse. 

1370 1874-S XF45 NGC. Suitably well defined for a Type Two Double 
Eagle that saw fifteen points of wear, the surfaces are partially lus¬ 
trous with scattered handling marks. A few moderate distractions are 
noted at the upper obverse border. 

1371 1874-S AU53 PCGS. Bright yellow-gold color with good remaining 
luster, each side is peppered with numerous small abrasions and a 
couple of larger milling marks are present on the obverse. 

1372 1874-S AU53 PCGS. Ample remnants of a semi-prooflike finish are 
seen on both sides of this orange-gold representative. Moderately 
abraded with a few mentionable distractions over and before Liber¬ 
ty’s neck. 

1373 1874-S AU55 NGC. This frosty textured example is awash in origi¬ 
nal honey-gold coloration with sold overall striking definition for 
the type. Both sides possess a typical abrasion count for the Choice 
AU level of preservation. 

1374 1875 XF40 PCGS. Lightly worn over the devices with rich, original 
orange-gold color throughout. 

1375 1875 AU55 NGC. Pleasingly and original colored in reddish-gold 
hues, the surfaces are expectantly abraded for a circulated Double 
Eagle. 

1376 1875 MS61 NGC. Full details appear on the beads on the coronet, 
yet there are scuffs in the hair at the highpoints. The fields display a 
strong rich golden cartwheel luster, with a vertical scratch of note 
appearing on the cheek. 

1377 1875-S AU50 NGC. Reddish-gold color overlays both sides with 
traces of pale blue-gray patina intermingled here and there. The 
underlying surfaces are bright, no doubt the result of a satin finish. 

1378 1875-S AU53 NGC. This is a mostly yellow-gold survivor with a 
typical abrasion count for the AU53 grade level. 

1379 1875-S AU58 PCGS. Rather heavily abraded with essentially full 
luster. 

1380 1875-S MS61 NGC. A scuffy example lacking detail to the beads on 
the coronet and details in the hair, but with good cartwheel flash ris¬ 
ing from the rich golden surfaces. 

1381 1876 AU50 NGC. Neither side reveals an excessive number of abra¬ 
sions for a Double Eagle that saw 10 points of wear. Orange-gold in 
color with hints of original luster in the protected areas. 

1382 1876 AU55 NGC. Both sides are golden-rose in color with average 
striking definition and a few toning streaks over the right obverse. A 
somewhat scuffy example due to circulation. 

1383 1876 AU58 NGC. Yellow-golden glow rises from the flashy fields, 
but there is minor rub on the highpoints from modest circulation on 
this example. This is a specimen with good general appeal for the 
grade. 

1384 1876-CC XF45 NGC. Hints of a moderately prooflike finish are evi¬ 
dent as the coin rotates beneath a light. The outward appearance is, 
however, one of orange-gold color, both sides are expectantly abrad¬ 
ed for a circulated Double Eagle from the Carson City Mint. 

1385 1876-S AU55 NGC. This green-gold representative retains bold, if 
not sharp definition in all areas and traces of mint luster here and 
there. 

1386 1876-S AU58 NGC. A heavy dosage of bag marks has deprived this 
coin of some of the finer points of the best details, while failing to 
squelch the glow from the lustrous surfaces. The mintmark is 
repunched on this example. 
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1387 1876-S MS60 NGC. A satiny golden glow rises from the surfaces of 
this Double Eagle, a coin well struck, but with a host of light contact 
marks covering the obverse. 

1388 1877 AU58 NGC. This sharply impressed example is free of all but 
the lightest rub across the highpoints. An orange-gold survivor with 
a pleasingly original, satiny sheen. 

1389 1877-S XF45 PCGS. The bright yellow-orange surfaces are marred 
only by a planchet lamination between stars 11 and 12. 

1390 1877-S XF45 PCGS. Ex: Rainy Day Collection. This is an original, 
copper-gold example with surfaces that are remarkably distraction- 
free for the assigned grade. Lightly worn overall with ample remain¬ 
ing definition in most areas. 

1391 1877-S AU55 PCGS. Lustrous with a bit of a soft strike and numer¬ 
ous abrasions scattered over each side. 

1392 1877-S AU58 PCGS. Hints of reflectivity are seen in the center of 
the reverse, the balance of the surfaces are softly frosted with sharp 
definition throughout. Moderately abraded with a few sprays of cop¬ 
per color over the eagle. 

1393 1877-S AU58 NGC. This is a golden-rose survivor of this S-mint 
delivery. Sharply struck in the centers with scattered handling marks 
on both sides. 

1394 1877-S MS60 PCGS. A solid BU representative, both sides are red¬ 
dish-gold in color with a bright, satiny finish and sharply impressed 
devices. 

1395 1877-S MS60 NGC. Well frosted for the grade, the surfaces are 
green-gold in appearance with a sharp overall strike. 

1396 1878 XF40 PCGS. Sharply struck with a few noticeable abrasions 
on the obverse. 

1397 1878 AU58 PCGS. This is a well balanced coin with frosty, orange- 
gold features and trivial rub across the highest points of the design. 
There are some mentionable abrasions in the right obverse field. 

1398 1878 AU58 NGC. Both sides are moderately abraded with hazy, red¬ 
dish-gold overtones. The fields reveal pleasing reflectivity at most 
angles. 

1399 1878-S AU55 PCGS. The otherwise yellow-gold surfaces deepen to 
orange-gold colors in a few areas here and there. Bright and satiny 
with a typical abrasion count for a circulated gold coin of this size. 

1400 1878-S AU58 AN ACS. Moderate to heavy obverse marks with 
abundant remaining luster. A somewhat better date. 

1401 1878-S MS60 PCGS. A bit softly struck, the mint luster is interrupt¬ 
ed by several smaller abrasions on each side. 

1402 1878-S MS60 PCGS. This is a suitably lustrous coin for the assigned 
grade with a frosty texture and sharply impressed devices. 

1403 1879 AU50 ANACS. Doubled Die Reverse. Heavily marked with 
nearly full luster remaining. A minor variety that is not listed in 
Breen. A rather scarce, lower mintage (207,600 pieces) issue. 

1404 1879 AU55 PCGS. Strong definition appears on the central elements 
on this nicely struck coin, with modest reflective golden glow still 
rising from the fields. This is a somewhat baggy example, from 
hence the grade. Light doubling appears within the reverse peripher¬ 
al legends. 

1405 1879-S XF40 PCGS. Good portions of mint luster survive in the 
more protected areas. The coin is primarily downgraded by several 
larger abrasions across Liberty’s haircurls. 

1406 1879-S AU58 NGC. There are a few breaks in the luster in the 
obverse field, but the balance of the surfaces are free of individual¬ 
ly distracting blemishes. A sharp, satiny example with a modest 
glow in the fields. 


1407 1880 XF40 PCGS. Bright throughout, the original prooflike finish 
still shimmers in the fields in spite of twenty points of wear. 

1408 1880-S XF45 PCGS. Both sides are richly colored in golden rose 
shades with traces of original luster in the more protected areas 
around the devices. The surfaces are scuffy from circulation, but 
there are no individually distracting abrasions. 

1409 1880-S AU55 PCGS. A coin with details worthy of perhaps a better 
example, but with serious deep marks appearing on the cheek and in 
the field in front of the face. Reflective qualities rise from the lus¬ 
trous golden fields. 

1410 1880-S AU58 NGC. Both sides are satiny in finish with ample rem¬ 
nants of a needle sharp strike. Moderately abraded, yet no more so 
than expected for a circulated gold coin of this size. 

1411 1880-S AU58 NGC. This is a deeply colored, orange-gold survivor 
with scattered abrasions on the obverse.
